AIR BATTLES 


i Considerable successes against Japanese warplanes were 
claimed by the Chinese Government in a telegram to their London 
Embassy last night, 


In a battle over Hangchow yesterday four of twenty Japanese 
bombers were shot down; eight others were brought down on Sun- 
day, and three days of Japanese attacks on Nankow had proved 
abortive, 500 Chinese being killed against 1,000 of the invaders. 


Fight British warships are now in Sharghai waters. 
LAND AND WATER 
The battle between the Japanese warships and land forces and 
ihe Chinese troops at Pootung continued to be waged vigorously 


until 11 p.m., says a Reuter Shanghai telegram timed 3 a.m. to- 
day. 


Since then there have been only brief occasional bursts of fire, 
but as the night wore on both sides seemed to be waiting for dawn. 
streams of red light poured from the Shanghai side of the 
Whangpoo River, as Japanese machine-guns, with ‘tracer bullets, 
sprayed the Chinese positions at Pootung. 


Salvo after salvo issued from the naval guns of the 
Japanese warships. Then the cruiser leading the attack 
trained a searchlight in the direction of Pootung. 


WARSHIPS IN ACTION 


All guns were silent for ten ominous minutes, after which they 
blazed away more furiously than ever. 


Chinese guns bombarded the Japanese occupied area on the 
Shanghai side of the river. They are believed to have scored several 
effective - hits. , 


Woosung and Kiangwan, down river from Shanghai and 
Chapei, the Chinese quarter of the city, were also bombarded. 


At one time between fifteen and twenty Japanese warships 
must have been in action,

A company of United States Marines has been ordered to 
Shanghai, says a Reuter Manila (Philippine Islands) telegram.

HE Irish Free State team of ridérs 
came into their own: again to- 
day, when they. won the “ Cup of the 
Nations,’’ presented by Herr Hitler 
to the finest national team in the 
jumping competition at the Inter- 
national Horse Show. 

The successful Irish team consisted 
of Captain Lewis, riding Limerick 
Lace; Lieutenant Stack on Red Hugh, 
Lieutenant Heffernan on Duhallow, 


Own. 

Competitors had to go twice round 
the course of 800 metres (about half 
a mile), which had thirteen obstacles. 

Captain Lewis completed the first 
round without a fault, but incurred 
four faults in his second round. Lieu- 
tenant Stack had sixteen faults in the 
first round and none in the second. 
Lieutenant [effernan had eleven and 
a-half faults in the first and second 
rounds. Captain Aherne did a per- 
fect first round without fault, but 
made four errors in the second rourd. 


HOW THE N§TIONS FARED 


The performances of the leading 
three in each team counted, and the 
Irish team were placed first with 
twenty-four faults. 

Germany were placed second, with 
| thirty-two faults: the United States 
third, with 36%; Rumania fourth,

REPORTS OF SECTIONAL 
MEETINGS 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT, 
EDINBURGH, Saturday Evening. 


N order to facilitate delegates to the Con- 
| ference, a small volume, ‘‘ Who's Who at 
the Conference,” was issued by the 
Secretariat, and a copy is in the hands of 
each delegate. During the discussion of the 
report of Section Two, in a ae dealing 
with the membership of the Church, a dele- 
gate called attention to an amusin misprint : 
“ Different views are held as to the basis of 
Church membership. . . . Some would con- 
fine membership to whose who . .. .- 
Of course, the phrase should read: “ Some 
would confine membership to those who, etc. 
In the general discussion on this report an 


interesting speech was made by the Rev. 
Sergius Boulgakoff (Russian Orthodox 
Church). Although declaring his general 


agreement with the report, he called attention 
to a number of ambiguities and made sug- 
gestions for their amendment. These were 
sent to the General Drafting Committee. 
Following two brief speeches from Dr. 
McNeile (Canada) and from Dr, W. S. 
Urquhart (Northern India), the Archbishop 
of Dublin called attention to a certain 
ambiguity in the use made by the report of 
the phrase, ‘‘ Word of God.” They should 
make it clear when they spoke of the Word 
as the Divinity Activity and when they spoke 
of the Personal Word of the Catholic Creeds. 
The next speaker, Dr. Curtis, spoke at some 
length about a distinction to which reference 
was made in the addendum to the report. 
He hoped that the Drafting Committee would 
remove the phrase: ‘‘ Churches in which the 
Apostolic succession of the ministry had been 
preserved and those in which it had been 
severed.”’ 

After a speech by the Archimandrite Cassia 
a aneagg heological Academy), the Con- 
erence unanimously agreed to send the re- 
port to the General Drafting Committee. 


MINISTRY AND SACRAMENTS 


The most important of all the reports, that 
on the Ministry and Sacraments, is also a 
aay one, It was introduced by Dr. 
Baillie in a spech of commendable brevity. 
The report indicates the conviction of the 
delegates that in the future reunited Church 
the historic episcopate will be conserved. It 
adds these important words: ‘‘ The historic 
episcopate should be interpreted as including 
bishops, presbyters and deacons, without ifi- 
sistence upon any one dogmatic determination’ 
of doctrine concerning the ministry. The in- 
timate association of the presbyters in council 
with the bishop, and of the laity with both, 
in the government of the Church—which had 
lapsed, especially in the Western Church, in 
the Middle Ages, but was revived through 
the Reformation in varying forms—should ” 
conserved.”” 

The section made much more progress in 
dealing with the nature of the Sacraments 
than in its treatment of questions connected 
with the ministry. The Bishop of Gloucester 
admitted that he was somewhat disappointed 
with the report. It was not mead mis] enough 
and the section had attempted too much. 
For all that, it contained elements of great 
value and interest, especially in the para- 
graphs dealing with the Sacraments. The 
Bishop said that Dr. Lew had asked for some- 
mass practical to take back to China. He 
would say that it was a recognition of a 
fourfold task to get the people of China to 
believe in One Holy Catholic Church, to get 
them to recognise the value of an authorita- 
tive ministry, to combine in that ministry 
all that is best in Episcopacy and in Presby- 
terianism, and to work out this last proposal 
disregarding denominational prejudices. 

Dr, McKenzie (United Church of Northern 
India) said that he hoped that the report 
would give a stimulus to reunion in India. 
Speaking as a Presbyterian, he said that in 
the scheme for reunion in South India the 
episcopate was retained, because in India the 
leadership of bishops was neéded. 

Before the session was concluded an Ortho- 
dox delegate took exception to a proposal 
made during the debate by a delegate who 
wished to alter a phrase about Our Lord’s 
Person. The President (the Archbishop of 
York) said that he did not think that the 
delegate had said anything conflicting with 
the basis of the movement. ‘‘ All our move- 
ment,’’ declared His Grace, “ is based on the 
Godhead of Our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


HOME MEETING 


In the evening there was a special meeting 
of all delegates from the British Isles. The 
Archbishop of York was in the chair, and 
speeches were made by Dr. Curtis (Scotland), 
the. Rev. J. 8. Rutherford (Ireland), the 
Bishop of Southampton, Canon Tatlow, and 
the Rev. Oliver Tomkins, representing the 
Youth group. 

When the full Conference resumed on 
Saturday Dean Speny” introduced the report 
of Section 4 on ‘‘ The Church’s Unity in 
Life and Worship,’® in a somewhat lengthy 
speech. He pointed out that the report was 
presented in two separate parts—one of 
which dealt secaiiede with ' The Com- 


| munion of Saints,’’ and the other with ob- 


stacles to Church unity, practical steps 
towards future co-operation, and similar oat 
jects. In both parts questions on the nature 
of the Church were raised and discussed at 
length. 

Dr. John R. Nutt, speaking to the re- 
port, claimed that it contained seventeen con- 
structive proposals, not one of which could 
be safely omitted. 

The next speaker was Bishop Palmer, who 
said that he was not satisfied with the para- 
graph about the organic unity of the Church. 
He went on to speak of the conditions for re- 
union. The path of the Churches towards re- 
union was the path of the Lord—‘‘ death to 
life.” Each denomination must die to itself 
in order to live in a wider fellowship. Bishop 
Palmer proceeded to make an eloquent plea 
for the South India Reunion scheme. This 
was one of the very best speeches at the 
whole Conference, and the bishop, who has 
worked very hard in the Faith and Order 
movement, was given an ovation at its con- 
clusion. 

Later in the debate an interesting speech 
was made by Dr, Wigham igh Í of 
Friends). He proposed the deletion of cer- 
tain words in the report which said “' except 
for the Society of Friends, we also agree 
that the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper (or 
the Eucharist) is the Church’s most sacred 
act of worship.”’ The statement was inac- 
curate, because the Society of Friends did 
believe that the Lord’s Supper was the 
Church’s most sacred act of worship. 

The Bishop of Gloucester introduced an 
unexpected note into the debate by speaking 
against the section recommending and ap- 
roving the formation of a World Council of 
‘hurches. He said that | rears from 
such a body would be daggerous, and might 
even be a cause of war. 

The President pointed out that the section 
would, in any case, have to be re-drafted, 
since the formation of a World Council was 
no longer a proposal, but had been approved 
at a full meeting of the Conference,

“This is a most curious case,” said the 
City Coroner, Dr. D. A. Mackrlean, at an 
inquest held yesterday in Jervis Street 
Hospital, Dublin, on the unidentified body of 
a man of about 55 years, which had m 
taken from the canal at Newcomen Bridge 
on Sunday morning. 

Patrick O’Grady gave evidence of having 
seen the body when swimming his dog in the 
canal. He informed Guard Arthur McHale, 
who, with the use of a ladder, took the body 
from the water. 

Guard McHale told the Court that the water 
in the canal was about five feet deep. The 
body was floating in a semi-upright position, 
and he did not think that the feet were 
touching the mud at the bottom. The Guard 
found a hat on the bank on the other side 
of the bridge. 

Dr. D. P. Murray, who had conducted a 
post-mortem examination, said that death 
had been due to heart failure and shock, fol- 
lowing immersion 

Nothing had been found on the SN to 

assist ín establishing the identity of the dead 
man. 
Returning an open verdict, the Coroner 
said there was no evidence as to how the 
man got into the water, and from the medical 
evidence it would appear that death ‘was due 
not to drowning but to shock, He thought 
it strange that the man had been found 
standing. If there had been less water it was 
ible that the feet would have been stuck 
in the mud at the bottom of the canal.
